ACANTHOLIPPIA RIOJANA Hieron* & Moldenke, sp* nov* 

Prutex; caulibus ramisque multis duris albis longitudinali- 
ter multistriatis suberosis glabris vel glabioscentibusj sar- 
mentis numerosis brevibus rigid!s divarioatis spinosis dense 
puberulis; intemodiis valde abbreviatis; foliis plerumque op- 
positis saepe irregulariter dispositis valde reduotis lepidos- 
is camosis sessilibus arete adnatis plerumque 3-lobatis* 
Much-branched xerophilous shrub; stems and branches tough, 
-white, longitudinally many-ridged, glabrous or glabrescent, 
covered v/ith corky bark; twigs numerous, short, stiff, divari¬ 
cate, spine-tipped, densely puberulent; principal intemodes 
much abbreviated, tho twigs usually 5—1$ mm* apart, but leaves 
borne more or less irregularly on the branohes between the 
twigs, the leaves on the twigs mostly adjacent or practically 
so; leaves mostly opposite, but sometimes alternate or scatter¬ 
ed, muoh induced and soale-like, fleshy, sessile and closely 
adnate to the twigs, branchlets, branohes, and even scattered

This variety differs from the typical form of the species in 
having its branches, branohlets, petioles, lower leaf-surfaoes, 
and peduncles densely velutinous and in having the peduncles u- 
niformly abbreviated, 1—2 cm* long* 

The type was collected by J # G* Ifyers ( no* 6$29 ) in short 
upland grassland near Azza F 0 rost, Equatorial Province, Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan, on May 4, 1937, and is deposited in the herb¬ 
arium of the Royal Botanio Gardens at Kew*

barely surpassing the bractlets, "the limb about 2 mm* -wide, 
densely puberulent on the outside* 

The type of this species was colleoted by H* H* W. Pearson 
( no* 2673) in open places between Chibia and Quihita, southern 
Angola, on Hay 13, 1909, and is deposited in the herbarium of 
the Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew* ‘lhe collector notes that the 
stems and leaves are fragrant, and that the plant is common*
